THE LATE GENERAL DECLARED THAT WITHOUT OBEDI, 
ENCE GOVERNMENT IS AN IMPOSSIBILITY.

BEDIENCE isanesscn- 
"■ tiai ■ principle oE all 
govcmments, human or 
"Divine. Without it 
there would he coiifn- 
m Heaven; nmcli more so 
muse its absence lead to disorder 
and every evil work on earth. 

Without obedicnec, ^vernmcnl is 
an impossibility. Kvery Solvation 
Soldier must therefore render cheer- 
ful and willing obedience to the 
command of his ^iuperior ORiccrs, 
Of course, this is supposing that all 
snch commands are always in ac- 
cordance with Irutn and riglitcous- 
ness; but if Ihcy arc so, then hv 
must seek to carrj' Lheni through 
without a question. 

Obcdstncc Supposes that the Sol- 
dier relics on ihc vi'isdom and good- 
ness of his Officers, Iiclicving that 
Ihcy li;ue ibc Spiril of God, and n-ill 
only command him to do what is 
right. 

I^c should see that the carrying 
out oE this principle of olwditncc is 
a duty he owes niikc In Cod nnil 
men; that the HibEc requires that 
he should obey those who arc over 
him in the Lord, and that it is im- 
possible for anything very extensive 
or impressive 10 be done L0w'nrd;> 
sanng souls withoiit it. 

The Soldier will feel also that 
ohedieiitc is a meims uf grace an.[ 
growth, helping to make strong ami 
useini men and vvomon^ and rLlliug 
them for posiitons of usefulness. 
Those who have never learnt to 
obey are not fit (0 comiiimid. 

The obedience of llie Soldier must 
be prompt; that is. it must be giveii 
at ihe moment. The carrying ont 



of orders immediately on their being 
issued; delays in the fulfilment of 
eonjmands, if not always dangerous, 
will often make the obedience usc-^ 
less when it docs eomc. 

The obedience of the Soldier 
should be constant. It must be ren- 
dered, whether tlie order is pleasant 
or oihcrvvise, agreeable or not, to 
rif-ih and blood. The Soldier who 
only obeys such orders aa he chooses 
cannot be said to obey at all. The 
uniforxn compliance with all in- 
structtons i& the very essence of that 
obedience which lies at the root of 
all good govtnvmenL 

He should understand tliat the 
practice of this obedience is at the 
very foundation of all the fighting 
I>ower tn The Army, I£ SoEdicrs, 
persuade themselves that they can 
refuse lo obey urdcrs at will, bc- 
cansc they do not like them, because 
Ihcy think that ihey are not to their 
personal advantage, profit, or hon- 
our, or for any other reason what- 
cii'cT. 110 one can be sure oi getting 
.inything done at all, much less with 
that quick, rapid, and prompt action 
which Secures victory. 

He will sec that the acceptance gf 
this principle of obedience and A 
cheerful coin[dtance with it arc es- 
sential i-o trwc peace of mind. If a 
Soldier is arguing as 10 whether lie 
ougJit to do this or do the other— 
lo go here or stay there— he will al- 
ways he more or less mtscrahlc; 
whereas, if he commits his leaders 
lo God, and (rusls the Holy Spirit 
to guide liim. he has uothinc to do 
bnt to ohey. — "Orders and f?egula- 
tions for Soldiers of The Salvation 
Army." by General Wllllanl Booth.
